Mr. Draper will exhibit his col- 
lection entitled “The World’s Sil- 
ver Dollars’ in the window of 
J. J. Atwood Co. during the week. 
Inside the store he will exhibit a 
collection containing all of the 
types of gold coins that were is- 
sued by the United State for cir- 
culation. 


Among the coins exhibited is 
the coin that commanded death. 
The story of this coin is as fol- 


lows: 

During Mexico’s unsettled year 
of 1913, the prevailing government 
minted a revolutionary “hate” pese 
directed against the  iglorious 
half-breed, Huerta, who later be- 
came the country’s president, 
which was impressed with the 
words ‘Muera Huerta’? (Death to 
Huerta). In retaliation, Huerta 
commanded his followers to put 
to death instanthy anyone found 
possessing one of these dollars and 
many unsuspecting Mexicans of 
both sexes were brutally murdered, 

Draper has been collecting coins 
for the last 13 years. He became 
interested in his hobby in helping 
a friend collect Indian head pen- 
neys. 

An interesting side light of the 
gold coin exhibit at Atwoods is the 
fact that the entire coinage of 
the treasury would make it impos- 
sible to assembly many such col- 
lections. One rare coin came from 
the collector of King Farouk of 
Egypt. 

The Ontario group is headed by 
F. H. Smith and Dr. Calvert Em- 
mons. They will exhibit U. S. coins 
from half-cent to the twenty dol- 
lar gold piece in Fred Smith’s 
jewelry store window.
